THE WU-SHIB-SHAN AFFAIR, 

The following letter ia a reply to the 
articles, respcoting the above aftuir, which.

“Hn Fooosow Herat.” 

Sin,—In your paper of the 6th September 
fs an account by which you ‘give forth to 
‘the world “ carefully ascertained facts” in 
connection. with what you are pleased to 
sall “the Fang Shui-ites triumph ” at Wa- 
shih-shan, ‘ - 

Would you be surprised to hear that your. 

very well-abused Coveatials have thelr side 
to the dispute, and it appoars to’ me that if 
I wero to build « house on ground belong-. 
ing:to you and refused to remove it, aftor 
repeated warnings, you-would most likely 
adopt: some equ rigorous: measures to 
mointain and protect your-rights? Soin 
this caso, as the following also * carefully 
ascertained facts” will shew,’ 

The missionarles rented certain land and 
honess’ at Wu-shih-shan, on the under- 
standing that-no foreign building or any- 
thing that would interfero with the pre- 
dices of the people should be erested 
vhoreon, In one of the clauses in the 
agreement published below it is stated that 
the Rey, Mr. Wolfe promised to pay $12 
er annuc rent for a small piece of ground 
adjoining the four houses rehted by. him 
to the right of the Tau-shan-kwan. -This 
“was agreed to, and a kitchen or some other 
such building has been erected thereon by 
the mission. After you have built a house 
ona pieoe of ground the gronud natural! 
bevomes invisible, although it is there all 
the same--this the reverend gentlemen in 
in the City have quite forgotten,'‘and seeing 
vacant piece of public land close: by, and

reverend gentlemen, not remembering that 
they had already made use of the land 
rented by them, cominenced building on 
what is really public-owned ground. — 
‘From this point emanates the whole of 
the presoat diffioulties, and they also com- 
mence with another deliberate ‘breach of. 
faith‘on the part of the Oburoh Missionary 
Society. : 
The Church Miselon held a proper and 
quiet occupation of certain grounds and 
buildings from the date of the lease August 
L2th 1867 to... vee ae 
whon the native buildings were pulled down 
without any right or authority, and a for- 
eign bouse, or it might be fairly termed a 
magnificent mansion, was erected in tta 
place—against the frequent complaints of 
the people: by the bye, does the poor 
widow in England give her mite to the 
funds of this Missionary Soclety for the 
purpose of building and furnishing almost 
palaces for the occupation of the gentlemen 
wh come to Ohina to teach Obristianity ? 
‘These extravagantly built and well appoint- 
ed houses hardly harmonize with the teach- 
ings of their occupants, and the story will 
be still fresh in the memory of many of 
our residents of how a certain misalonary 
in a cettain place in Ohina obtained funds 
from a certain Missionary Society at home 
to build a church and a house, and in the 
report of the Missionary to tho Board 
at home the following. words, I belleve, 
ocour:—''l have built a church for: the 
worship of God by my ‘rapidly increasing: 
converts to Christianity, and thanks to 
Almighty God, { have over a few remaining 
bricks with which to build myself 4 humble 
habitation close by.” “As an absolute con- 
tradiction to this statement the church for 
the worship of God fell down a few years 
after its erection, I sappose out of pure 
Gisguat because it was nuver used for the 
original purpote for which it was bullt, nor 
wan it ever fit for anything but a cart shed 
whioh it resembled-in construction, How- 
‘ever, the humble habitation still stands in 
its original place, but by some mystic or 
other power, the fow romaluing bricks be 
camo & large, well-built, and roomy house, 
and to-day not caly serves as a covering 
for the heads of the poor missionary builder 
and his numerous and ever-increasing aub- 
sidined family, but ita vast extent fortunate.

From the above it will be seen that 
certain public grounds were leased to the 
Reverend Mr Wolfe at an annual rental of 
$182 on. which were erected some native 
buildings; theso buildings have been torn 
down’ without authority by the Revereud 
Mr Wolfe~or by his: orders, and, contrary 
to the .originsl agreement, and, in defiance 
of all native and local prejudices, foreign 
mansions for the private use and residence 
of Missionaries have been erected—povering 
the.entire original area of the gronnd form- 
erly ocoupied by the native. buildings, as 
well as the several pieces of lund mentioned 
in the pearly lease in question. 

Now, bow is it that Hnglish Missionaries 
in China are able to demolish Obinese- 
owned. houses on Chinese. ground with im- 
punity when so much fuss and trouble is 
made about the Chinese refusing to allow 
.the.same persons to build on land to which 
they. have. not the least title or right, and 
which ground ia’ without doubt absolutely, 
wrongly, and illegally annexed by the 
miasion } Looking at the case from a purcly 
disinterested poiut of view, and wishing if 
possidle.to extend any. bonefits of a doubt 
in favor of my own countrymen, cannot 
reconcile. any of the. claims put forward by 
youraelf. or the Rev. Mr Wolfe to the land

Both she and my set were over 30 years 

of age when ke died, whioh was four years 

before my grandfather's doath, I never 

saw any of my father’s elder hrothera, All 

‘of them must have died before my father, 

because their three widows lived in our 
house with their two. or three children 

apices. My: father’s younger brother was 

an opium-smoker, and. I recollect shortly 
before .my .grandtather's death being told 

that he had beon sold asa pix (the popular 

name for export-coolies) to.go abroad.) His 

widow and three children lived aleo in my 

father’s -house, All the women of our 

family were largs-footed, as is the custom, 
of the Hakkaa.. My father’s land was not 
all situated upon cone spot, but scattered 
about in patches, “L have no idea why this 
was so} We had ‘one cow, anda lot of 
fowls, and:I used to assist the labourers in 
transplanting ‘the rice, My father never 
taught me to read, but he probably would 
have done so, had he lived. My father 
also had two sisters who both lived with us, 
Tdon’é know how it ia that they wero never 
married. My father died when I was seven 
years of age: it would be about when I 
was. six  yeara of: age tliat I heard 
my uncle had been sold ‘to go abroad. 

Our house was of considerable aiz3, far each 
aunt, with har family, had a separate aitting 
xeom with two retiring rooma to herzelf. 

My elder brother. and his wife. also had a 
sitting room [t'ing} and. two private apart- 
tents, Lremember. my mother’s maiden 
.trnamo, and my father’s surname and 
name; olso my brother’s name, The 
nomes of all: the others Lforget. By the 
way, I remember, too now, the maiden 
antnamo of my brother's wife. Write these 
down. by all meang if you think there is‘a 
ohanoe of finding any of them out again. 
I now come to the events which caused the 
breaking up of-our family.

now, and if so, I should not care to fall 
into bis hands, [ haye often been told 
that our part of the country has been ever 
since.in their hands, Well, the first night 
wespent out onthe hills, and after that 
we wandered over the country for-at least a 
month, generally receiving, shelter and 
assistance from the villagers. I have no. 
idea where we wont to; but I remombor 
there were motntains on every side. My 
sister-in-law left.us to find her, own rela-

rebel, and as it was now her duty to return 
to her own family. Shortly after this my 
mother fell ill, and for several days we had 


to beg our rice. One day she was too ill to} 


walls, and sont me out-to find something to 
eat. A-man came up to mo and anid he 
would take me ton place whore I could eat, 
aud that he would fetch my mother after- 
wards, I went with him, and he shortly 
afterwards placed me on board a.large boat 
in which there were at least "100 people all 
eacaping with their property. I heard him 
tell one of the bostmen who I was and 
where I came from, attho samo time offering 
to give me to him for three dollars, I cried 
yery much when I saw I had been separated 
from my mother, but I did not feel otherwise 
unhappy, for I was very well treated. Tho 
wind was against us, and we must have taken 
10 or 16. daya in reaching Macao, The 
sailor took me on shore when-we arrived 
at Macao to a foreigner’s house ;—so large 
and so handsome it was, Here he sold me 
for $42 to my “ buy-mother,” with whom 
I lived for three years. She had formerly 
had a foreign master, who had troated ‘her 
very kindly. He was now a very old man, 
and before going home had bought her 
this house and settled several thousand 
taela upon her ; beside this he used to send 
her presents ‘of stockings and -wine from 
“the foreign country” every year, My 
mother had eight girls whom she had 
bought like mysclf. Wo were treated vory 
kindly but very strictly. My mother was 
very. clever herself, and owned a trading 
junk and orew : besides this she underateod 
embroidery and all sorts of work, She
